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Since Van Der Beugel net available conveyed US views to 
Colonel Nass Director External Relations. He expressed 
appreciation for guidance and made following comments: 
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6. In reply to question Embassy official stated did not 
know whether USG plan raise issue in NATO. Nass indicated 
would be much easier for GON reach decision on basis NATO 
solidarity and possible GON will itself introduce issue in 
NAC. Agreed keep Embassy informed and requested reciprocity, 
particularly if any change in position on resumption PAA 
or Mexicana flights. 

In view possibility NAC discussion Department may wish repeat 
messages to USRO. 
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
